The provincial government’s new anti-smoking legis¬ 
lation has some smokers in Didsbury bars crying foul. 

The blanket ban, which prohibits smoking in bars, 
casinos and workplaces, isn’t sitting well with patrons 
and employees at JD’s Place Restaurant & Pub. 

“It’s a free country,” said patron Jessica Sutmoller, a 
smoker opposed to the ban. 

She added that the restaurant is already smoke-free, 
providing options for smokers and non-smokers. 

“That’s why we have the restaurant side and the 
lounge side,” she said. “Kids aren’t allowed in here.” 

Bartender Laura Bales said she’s also against the leg¬ 
islation. 

“Probably 40 per cent of people that come in here do 
not smoke,” she said. “They come in here for the 
atmosphere. It doesn’t bother them."

College Green appeals contentious daycare decision

Both sides in the dispute over Kidz Playhouse Daycare’s 
proposed move have agreed to work together as they await 
a decision from the town’s development appeal hoard. 

The dayc are owners and two appellants from the College 
Green seniors' residences had their day in court at last 
week’s Subdivision and Development Ap|>eal Board hear¬ 
ing. 

The hearing marked the latest instalment in what has 
become a vocal issue in Didsbury over a municipal plan¬ 
ning commission decision to allow the daycare to move 
into the lower level of the former College Green Medical 
Centre on 20 Avenue, adjacent to the seniors’ residences. 

The board heard an appeal by Norm Charles, a College 
Green resident, and Doug Elliston, representing the 
College Green Homeowners' Association. 

Tlie homeowners’ association owns the upper floor only 
ot the medical centre building, and Elliston said any owner 
of the lower level would become part of the association 
and subject to its bylaws, which have regulations on chil¬ 
dren and noise. 

He said the homeowners’ association appealed the move 
because they were worried about disruption from the day¬ 
care and they didn’t know all the details of the owners’ 
plans. 

“If the property owners ... had approached the condo¬ 


minium association in a formal manner, maybe we would¬ 
n’t Ik* here today,” said Elliston. 

He asked for more time to discuss issues like parking, 
fences ;uid shared yard space before the purchase Ls 
allowed. 

Dale Tomlinson, representing Kidz Playhouse Daycare, 
said the owners wanted to have a formal process in place 
before sitting down with the homeowners’ association. 

“We agree that we must have a meeting and discuss these 
shared costs,” he said. “Once we are allowed to purchase

this building, we will gladly sit down.” 

Robert Wigg, planning and development officer for the 
town, said these are private issues between the two owners 
and don’t fall under the jurisdic tion of the appeal board. 

Wigg said he didn’t think the daycare would lie subject to 
the College Green bylaws, but the issue was irrelevant 
since the appeal board had simply to decide whether the 


planning commission made the right decision to allow the 
daycare 1 move* based on the* zoning of the* property, 
Didsbury s Dual Use Bylaw, and the town’s goals in its 
municipal development plan. 

They made a planning decision and it doc's not involve 
the bylaws and it does not involve a lot of that extraneous 
material,” said Wigg. 

I would ask the* Subdivision and Development Appeal 
Board to uphold the decision of the MPC.” 

Wigg added that the* College* Green Medical Centre prop¬ 
erty Is zoned general commercial, which means it could 
house more disruptive businesses than a daycare, like a 
bar. 

“A daycare in that area will have much less impact on the 
acljacent users than many of the other commercial usc*s,” 
he said. 

Norm Charles, the second appellant, said he was apix>al- 
ing the move because of the noise a dayc are would create 
and because he said it would reduce his property value. 

Charles said he felt better about the move after hearing 
that the daycare 1 owners c hanged their plans and hope 1 to 
c reate a playground in the building’s front yard instead of 
the backyard, adjacent to his property. 

After the hearing, the daycare owners and the appellants 
shook hands and agreed to discuss the issues on both 
sides. 

The appeal board has two weeks to make a decision 
about whether to allow the move.

Municipalities should have right 
to increased taxing powers: mayor

A recent survey Is reveal¬ 
ing which Alberta mayors 
and reeves agree with a 
report recommending 
municipalities be allowed to 
levy more taxes - and 
Didsbury’s mayor is one of 
them. 

A report to Municipal 
Affairs suggests Alberta’s 
municipalities should be 
allowed to levy more taxes, 
including amusement, 
tourism, property transfer 
and vehicle registration 
taxes, to compensate for 
funding shortfalls. 

The Canadian Federation 


of Independent business, 
which represents small- and 
medium-sized businesses 
across Canada, surveyed 
Alberta mayors and reeves 
about the recommended 
taxing powers. Fifty-four 
said they opposed all four 
taxes, including the mayors 
of Innisfail and Sundre. 

Mayor Dorothy Moore of 
Didsbury said she agrees 
municipalities should be 
able to levy more taxes to 
ensure users pay for facili¬ 
ties and services, and not 
just residents. 

“If I were a resort commu¬ 
nity, which I’m not, then I 
would want to address that 
... shadow population with 
a hotel tax. If I had a hockey 
team here and I had to build 
a new stadium for them 


then I think I should Ik* able 
to have a ticket tax, an 
amusement tax," she said. “I 
don't think it should be on 
the back of our residents.” 

Moore added that she 
doesn’t see any need for 
special taxes in Didsbury, 
but she thinks other munici¬ 
palities should have that 
option. 

The Alberta Urban 
Municipalities Association, 
the Alberta Association of 
Municipal Districts and 
Counties and the Cities of 
Edmonton and Calgary con¬ 
ducted the study on munici¬ 
pal sustainability to exam¬ 
ine and strengthen the rela¬ 
tionship between the 
provincial government and 
Alberta’s municipalities. 

The report, released in 


March, confirms what 
municipalities have been 
saying all along - they face

The report's other key rec¬ 
ommendations include 
requiring intermunicipal 
development plans to 
resolve disputes, and return¬ 
ing the education property 
tax to municipalities.

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Golf course vandalized 
for the second time

The Didsbury Golf Club has been 
struck by vandalism for the second time 
this season. 

On the evening of May 
28 and morning of May 
29, vandals caused signif¬ 
icant damage to the golf 
course grounds, strewing 
garbage, destroying signs 
and overturning buildings 
and benches. 

Didsbury RCMP are 
asking for the public’s 
help to track down any 
suspects. 

In April, thieves broke 
into the clubhouse and 
stole over $2,000 worth of 
liquor, putting a damper 
on the season even before 
it began. 

The police haven’t made any arrests in 
either case, and they can’t confirm if the 
same people committed both acts of 


vandalism, according to Sgt. Kevin 
O’Dwyer of Didsbury. 

Dale Ekman, grounds superintendent 
for the golf course, said with damage 
from the most recent vandalism totaling 
about $2,000, the club is on track to 
spend three times its nor¬ 
mal budget for vandalism. 

“This is a non-profit 
place that’s got to try to 
break even every year and 
this sure doesn’t help," he 
said. 

“It’s definitely going to 
start taking away from the 
nice things that we can 
do.” 

Ekman said it’s difficult 
to prevent this kind of 
vandalism because there's 
no way to install a securi¬ 
ty system over the entire 
course. 

Repairs are still under¬ 
way and new signs and poles have been 
ordered, but the course is still open in 
the meantime.

Man 
pleads 
guilty to 
child 
abuse

A Red Deer man has 
entered guilty pleas in a 
case that saw a 17-month- 
old Didsbury girl was 
severely injured in 
October 2004. 

John Vachon, 24, was 
scheduled to go to trial in 
Calgary Court of Queen’s 

Bench on June 4. 
However, on Friday he 
changed his plea to guilty 
on charges of criminal 
negligence causing bodily 
harm and failing to pro¬ 
vide the necessities of 
life. The Crown withdrew 
a charge of aggravated 
assault. 

The victim suffered a 
broken leg in two places, 
possible permanent injury 
to one eye, and possible 
permanent brain damage, 
say police. 

The child was under 
Vachon’s care in Didsbury 
at the time she was 
injured. 

Police began an investi¬ 
gation into the case after 
receiving information 
from Alberta Children’s 
Hospital in Calgary on 
Oct. 16, 2004. 

The case caused wide¬ 
spread outrage in 
Didsbury when it became 
public. At one point dur¬ 
ing an earlier court 
appearance in Didsbury, 
the mother and family of 
the victim hurled abuse at 
Vachon as he waited to go 
into court. 

Vachon, who is out on 
bail, will be sentenced 
Sept. 24 in Calgary.

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Wet weather creating setbacks for farmers 



Built for life in Alberta

Edmonton and down 
through Camrose and Rod 
Deer are behind in seed¬ 
ing. 

“The only two normal 
areas are the areas front 
Strathmore, Medicine 
Hat, and Lethbridge, that 
triangle down there...the 
rest of the province is 
behind." 

Many areas have had to 
decrease their growing 
season, forcing farmers to 
abandon growing crops 
such as wheat and canola 
and opt for barley and 
oats which conform to a 
shorter growing season. 

In response to the 
increased precipitation, 
the Agriculture Financial 
Services Corporation has 
extended seeding dead¬ 
lines to assist producers 
worried about the affects 
weather conditions have 
on insurance coverage. 
The usual May 31 dead¬ 
line for wheat, argentine 
canola, flax, mustard, mix 
grain and oats has been 
extended to June 5. 

But despite setbacks, 
Whatley said that since 
the weather has cleared 
up seeding is “increasing 
rapidly.” The province 
expects most, if not all, 
seeding should be com¬ 
pleted by June 5. 

Whatley said farmers 
would benefit greatly 
from lots of sunshine and 
no frost until late 
September. He says if pre¬ 
cipitation levels continue 
at the current rate the 
possibility of fungal dis¬ 
eases could increase. 

“If we have a growing 
season with a lot of sun¬ 
shine and not a lot of rain, 
things will be better.” 

Gary Severtson of 
Severtson Land And 
Cattle owns land south of 
Innisfail and said the rain 
and snow has delayed 
seeding of barley and oats 
and he only has 50 per 
cent of his crop planted. 

“We should be done 
seeding by now, but we 
have fields that are too 
wet,” said Severtson. 
“Normally I like to be 
done seeded around the 
20th of May, but this year 
it’s not that way.” 

Severtson measured 
seven inches of rain in the 
last month and is glad he 
isn’t growing wheat or 
canola. 

After farming in the 
area for 47 years, he 
describes this spring's 
precipitation and weather 
as “probably the worst 
I’ve ever seen.

After capturing two consecutive bullaranias on the World 
Professional Bullriding Inc. tour at Alix and Eckville, 
Carstairs bull rider, Dustin Tompkins continued his winning 
ways at Cowtown Rodeo held in Maple Creek, Sask. last 
weekend. 

At the rodeo nestled in the Cypress Hills, Tompkins paddl'd 
his seasonal earnings on the Canadian Professional Rodeo 
Association by $1,418 by cowboying up to Big Country 
Rodeo's Country for an 86 point ride. He was truly the class 
of the rodeo as he bested the 2/!! riders, Luke Ellingson and 
Tyrol Jensen by five points - 81 - good enough for them to col¬ 
lect a $1,032 payout. 

As one of the CPRA's longest running rodeos, the Cowtown 
Rodeo celebrates southwest Saskatchewan's western way of 
lift' so it was only fitting Turner Valley's Ben Morrow would 


draw Big Country Rodeo's Western Way. As the first rider out 
in the saddle bronc competition, Morrow set the pace by 
spurring out a 79 point ride worth $1,001. Hometown 
favourite, Ross Kreutzer and Rod Hay each collected $626 for 
their 77 point efforts.

Kyle Thulien, graduate student from Veteran, Alberta, 
performs research in the lab of Linda Pilarski, professor of 
oncology, who credits Kyle with developing applications of 
lab-on-a-chip for detecting different kinds of cancer. 

University of Alberta professors Linda Pilarski, oncology, and Chris Backhouse, 
engineering, are applying nano-scale microfluidic technology to produce a 
lab-on-a-chip. This technology can replace a roomful of lab equipment, 
allowing patients to be screened anywhere, for many things, and in a fraction 
of the time and cost now required for medical tests. They formed a new 
TEC Edmonton company, i-LOC, to bring this technology to market. 

Like many professors, both work with graduate students who pursue their 
own research—developing new uses for the technology that expand beyond 
medical testing. These graduate students bring “knowledge energy” to the 
research, quickly turning basic discoveries into multiple applications for 
potential commercialization. 

"Graduate students are critical," says Pilarski. "Most innovations come from their 
work, especially the development of high-value applications that could start a 
whole cluster of new Alberta businesses."
